Queer Farming;. 


From the Cape Cod Item . 
Awhile wandering about South Yar 
mouth I unearthed a new industry, 
which, for want of ab etter name, I 
call eel farming. I have heard of all 
sorts of farming, from baby farming, 
down, but this is a case of farming 
eels. Two gentlemen of the place, 
whose experience warrants them in 
trying the experiment, purchased a 
large fresh water pond and into thi.** 
they put thirty bat rels of salt water 
eels ot all sizes. At a rough guess t here 
must be in the pond 20,000 eels at the 
present time. These are expected to 
increase in size or weight a t least three­ 
fold by the 1st of October, when they 
will be taken out and shipped to tile 
New York market, where there is al­ 
ways a great demand for them. Here 
on the sea coast, no one ever thinks 
of eating a fresh water eel, its flesh is 
soft and very fat, but they are consid­ 
ered a great delicacy by city people, 
and the larger the fish the better prices 
they 
bring. To feed 
them 9,000 
“horse feet” were caught and kept in a 
pound in the river, and twice a week 
700 pounds are thrown into the pond, 
and by this time the eels have learned 
to know they are fed, and the water 
soon becomes alive with these squirm­ 
ing specimens. The scheme has not 
found much favor with the villagepeo- 
plegenerally, but perhaps when winter 
comes the gentlemen most interested 
will be the ones to laugh.

1883 he w*ould have to be sentenced 
to be hanged. 
In that year the 
legislature changed the law* to read 
that the jury might on conviction 
determine whether 
the 
penalty 
should lie death or life imprison­ 
ment. 
This has left a flaw, as if a 
prisoner should plead guilty the 
question 
would 
arise must or 
should a jury be im p ain ted to 
name the punishment, or could the 
judge decide the point? 
The last 
legislature amended the law giving 
the judge the power to prescribe 
the penalty when a plea c f guilty 
should be made. 
This enactment 
w as passed after Miller committed 
his crime, and his counsel has now- 
made a 
motion that as he has 
pleaded guilty, the judge has no 
power to name his sentence, a jury 
cannot be impaneled to name it, 
aud therefore the prisoner must 
be discharged.

No one looks upon a professional gam ­ 
bler as a shining ex im ple of honesty, but 
only few people know w hat crooked sharp­ 
ers most professional gamblers are or the 
ingenious mechanical contrivances which 
they em ploy to a d them in “w inning” the 
dollar* of their victim s. 
The man who 
makes gam ing a profession rarely or never 
depends upon ‘ luck” for his existence. In 
faro, roulette, monte, hazard and in all 
other gam es known to the gentlemen of 
the green cloth, there is a certain w ell- 
understood “percentage” in favor of the 
proprietors. 
This is understood by all 
who play, but it is no trifling that they are 
w illing to pay it for the privilege of haz­ 
arding their money. 
I livre is another 
“ percentage” in all of these games as 
played at m any places that is only under­ 
stood by the professional dealers and is 
never suspected by the players. 
In the gam e of faro tho known percent­ 
age is very small. 
When two cards of the 
same denomination come out of the silver- 
plated “dealing-box” together, the dealer 
takes one-half of the bets which happen 
to be on that card on the “lay-out.” 
Sometimes an out re deal is played w ith­ 
out th s occurring and it rarely happens 
more than t« ice In a deal, so that the v is­ 
ible per. eatage is quite sm all; so trifling, j 
in fact, that if a fi.ro game is dealt fairly 
it must have an alm ost unlim ited capital 
or eventua'Iy become bankrupt 
I is to guard against this mishap and to 
make the game a profitable one that tha 
unknown , percent a :e is introduced.

The low cards

It is an easy m atter now tor an 
expert manipulator to catch the wide ends 
of the cards between his thumbs and fore­ 
fingers and so draw all of the high cards 
into one hand aud the low ones into the 
other. 
When the gam e is in progress th# 
dealer shuffles the cards thoroughly and 
then in this w ay separates the high from 
the low. 
Next he so shuffles them as to 
“sandw ich” each low and high card and 
when the pack is iu the dealing-box they 
should come out alternately. 
This wouldn’t suit the dealer at all, as 
he must not only know just how the cards 
are arranged but at the same time have 
perfect control over them. 
la order that 
he m ay have this power a specially-a r. 
ranged dealing-box is procured. 
The or­ 
dinary dealing-boxes have a slit in the 
side just wide enough to adm it of one card 
passing through it at a time; the sjiecial 
boxes have a slit w ide enough to allow 
two cards to pass easily through them. 
Armed with these sim ple contrivances, all 
the dealer has to do is to watch w here the 
bets are and win every tim e by either 
shoving out one card or two, as occasion 
requires. 
If a player bets that a high 
card will win, the dealer can very easily 
make it lose or vice versa. 
Of course, the 
game keep *r is a confederate, and at a 
sign from the dealt r can tell how to ar- j 
range the “cases” s i that they w ill. tally 
with the cards that are out. 
This is what 
is called a “ braca gam e,” probably be­ 
cause it can only be successfully worked 
by a * ‘brace” of rogues. 
Thousands of 
faro players who think that luck is alw ays 
against them are sim ply victim s of the 
“ brace gam e.” 
* D ealing-boxes and cards prepared in 
this w ay can be procured from a Chicago j 
firm, which issues private catalogues to 
gamblers containing sam ples of marked 
cards, with directions for reading the 
backs. 
The 
firm 
also 
sells 
roulette 
wheels so arranged as to make the red 
invariably win if the wheel is turned in 
one direction and the black win if turned 
in the other. 
These are known among 
gamblers as “right and left” wheels and 
' used with great success in m any places. 
W heels of fortune, with cunningly ar­ 
ranged 
brakes 
so 
that 
they 
can 
be 
stopped at 
the will of 
the dealer or 
“turner,” are successfully used through­ 
out the West. 
With these aids and with 
the dexterity and legerdemain which all 
expert gamblers know how to use, it is 
little wonder that they should succeed in 
fleecing 
the 
unsuspecting 
lambs who I 
are enticed into their dens. 
A gambler 
who understands his business can arrange j 
the cards while his opponent is looking at 
them in such a w ay 
as to deal what 
hands he pleases, without exciting the j 
least suspicion that anything unfair is 
being done. 
He can “shift the cut,” “put 
ap a hand” or “ring in a cold deck” with 
a dexterity of 
m anipulation and inno- | 
cence of expression that would fool any 
but the initiated.

fallen upon me to criticise and that too 
at times somewhat severely, much of the 
political administration of which Genera! 
Grant was the head and front.

said, nothing ever escaped ray lips de­ 
rogatory to his high integrity* as a man 
and bis great capacity as a soldier. 
It seems almost as yesterday, when I 
first met General Grant. 
He* had then 
come into Missouri with a brigadier com­ 
mission which gave him rank over all 
the troops then in the field. 
I was at 
that time in southeast Missouri in com­ 
mand of several thousand men, when he 
arrived and presented hi* orders and as­ 
sumed direction of affairs. 
Aftor ar- 
ranging for his headquarters, I invited 
him to my tent to $|>eud the evening. 
He talked until late into the night, can­ 
vassing the outlook of affairs, and I 
must confess lie did most of the talking. 
I offered him the hospitalities usual, ci­ 
gars, a pij>e, etc , but be declined them 
all aud continued to talk. 
After that I 
was ordered upon other duties, but was 
so impressed with what I saw of him 
that I watched his career with increas­ 
ing interest, and what surprised me much 
was the reputation he soon gained along 
with bis great victories of being “ the 
silent man and smoking constantly.”

In Florida the losses rate is 
high, rising in Baker county to do per 
cent. 
In Alabama and Mississippi 
they appear to lie much lower than in 
Georgia, but this may be due in part 
to the greater care on tho part of 
correspondents 
to discriminate be­ 
tween deaths from exposure ami deaths 
from starvation, and to report only 
the former, 
in 8aint Tammany p ar­ 
ish, Louisiana, a loss of 50 per ce nt, is 
reported, and a loss of 20 per cent. in 
Bienville parish, in the same staie. A 
correspondent in St. Mary’s parish re­ 
ports considerable lo>s among cattle 
ranging in sea marshes.

Several correspondents in Virginia ex- • 
press an apprehension of further loss, j 
or a loss where none had occurred up j 
to the date of their report, as a result j 
of increasing scarcity of feed, due to 
tho backwardness of the spring.

the Carolinas the loss reaches IO per 1 
cent, in a few counties. The secretary j 
of the Kansas board of agriculture in j 
his last quarterly report says: “ There 
have been during the fall and winter 
heavy losses among cattle. 
There is 
hardly a county in the state that does I 
not report serious loss from turning 
cattle into stalk-fields, where an in­ 
sufficient amount of water and salt 
was provided. 
In the western coun­ 
ties “ range cattle” suffered a heavy 
loss from exposure and lack of feed, 
probably the largest for several years, 
owing to the unusual severity of the 
winter. 
Cattle were particularly free 
from disease during the past winter, 
tho only loss being from bat! manage­ 
ment, as above stated. 
They ere in j 
fair condition, although unusually thin 
in flesh, resulting from tho severity of 
the winter and the lack of sufficient 
food aud shelter.” 
In 
the states where cattle went 
through the winter in good condition, I 
aud where there were few losses, sheep 
are re;airted as in tine order. In M assa­ 
chusetts there was a Joss of but 4 per 
cent., against 14 percent, in Mississip­ 
pi. 
Texas is credited with a loss of 
1,133,769 sheep out of 7,338,461. 
The 
statistician of the departm ent of agr!- j 
culture says: “ Losses have been heavy 
in tho>e states Where sheep are pro­ 
vided with no shelter, but permitted 
to run at large all winter, subject to 
the varying climatic changes. 
I'he I 
winter just closed has been especial! v 
severe, and the lack of good pasturage 
in the fall ill prepared the flocks for 
such vicissitudes. 
As a consequence, 
and exposure, united with short f<Mxl, 
have caused considerable loss in num­ 
bers and more of condition, especially I 
noted iii Virginia, Georgia. West Vir­ 
ginia, and Kentucky. In New England, 
the middle, and western states, whore 
sheep are housed, then* has been but 
little loss from cold. 
“ The 
losses 
among hogs have been heaviest in the 
stat* * where the largest number of 
cattle and sheep have died, and the 
same cause is assigned for their death. I 
The Josses of hoise* and mules that ; 
are attributed to exposure, want of 
care, and lack of sufficient food are j 
comparatively small in any of the j 
states. 
As these animals are more I 
valuable than cattle, sheep and swine, J 
and as they are constantly required j 
for work or pleasure, they are furnish­ 
ed with shelter, aud supplied with suit- 
able food, while they receive good, or 
at least lair, attention. 
Shelter is 
generally provided for a horse that 
draws a plow or wagon, 
though tho j 
cow that supplies milk for tho family 
is constantly exposed to the cold and. 
storm. 
J ne money value of shelter I 
for animals has vet to he learned in 
many paris of the country. Much has I 
been written about the advantages of 
the “sunny south” for keeping stock 
of all kinds. 
Still it is evident that the 
raising of any kind of animals there 
will never be very profitable till tho 
farmers provide [witter shelter, furnish 
a more liberal supply of food to be eat­ 
en during he winter, aud give the an­ 
imals better care. 
Texas may be a 
very excellent state in which to raise 
sheep, but no flock-master realizes the j 
profit he should who has his flocks re- j 
reduced to the extent of one-sixth of I 
the 
number 
during every winter. j 
Economic as well as humanitarian 
considerations demand that domesti­ 
cated animals be sheltered during the : 
winter and provided with an abund­ 
ant of suitable food.— Chicago Times. 


I in! UM rial Brevities. 
Prof. J. W. Sanborn, of the Missou­ 
ri Agricultural college, at Columbia, 
appends to the report of one of his in­ 
teresting experiments the following 
comment: “ This farm, during the hard 
season just passed, paid its manager, 
and paid every other bill, and gave a 
balance of £1.280, although without 
the equipment for successful m anage­ 
ment. 
But schools of instruction, to 
serve their purpose, should not be ex­ 
pected to be sources of profit iii agri­ 
culture more than elsewhere. 
'I'he re­ 
ceipts of the farm arc necessary for 
experimentation and illustration, with­ 
out which the work is comparatively 
useless.” 
There are at present in Mexico 87 
eotton-mills, with 249,750 spinners and 
9,758 looms; there are IO wollen-miils, 
with 9,364 spinners and 309 looms. In 
the state of Puebla there are 21 mills, 
with 72,000 spinner*. 
Steam-power is 
used in 8 mills, water-power in 35 
mills, and w ater and steam in 54 mills. 
There are employed 12.728 operators, 
of whom over one-third arc women 
and children. The production of prints 
of these mills amounts to about 23,000 
pieces, but the entire industry is so 
clumsily managed that American ami 
European makes are being successful­ 
ly marketed. 
Orchard grass is a robust grower 
and very tenacious of life. 
It masses 
its roots so as to resist the encroach­ 
ment of other grasses, covering much 
of the ground with its large pendent 
leaves, that spring out near tho base 


forage plant, except biue-grass, which 
is of little value iii a very dry season. 
An English officer who has seen 
service iii Egypt states that the food of 
the Arabian norse consi ts of 
six 
pounds of I lark*}’, which is given at 
sunset, 
'ibis custom seems to agree 
with the animal, and it enables his 
owner to carry in a bag food enough— 
sixty pounds—f o r a ten days’ journey 
across tho desert.

be realized by the name she gives 
them, which is poulette, and means 
not only a pullet, but a darling. Thus 
giving her heart to lier work, she suc­ 
ceeds in it and makes it profitable. 
This is a lesson for our poultry-keep­ 
ers. 
Kerosene is becoming known as a 
valuable insecticide. 
Prof. A. J. Cook 
uses this mixture: One pint of kero­ 
sene, one quart of gout), one gallon of 
water. 
I'he soap and water are heated 
to boiling, when the kerosene is added, 
and all well stirred. 
This prevents at­ 
tacks of borers in fruit trees, kills all 
lice on plants, and has been found ef­ 
fective against many 
insect 
pests. 
With whale-oil soap in the mixture, it 
has destroyed Hie cabbage maggot. 
The Cheshire Dairy Farm ers’ associ­ 
ation (England) is considering a pro­ 
posal to acquire a pasture farm of 
two hundred acres, on which to im­ 
part special instruction to the sons and 
daughters of farmers. 
The secretary 
of the association, who introduced the 
scheme, believed it could bi? made ab­ 
solutely self-supporting, and the pro­ 
posal was very cordially received by 
the men*liers.

The following letter was written to 
one of the two biographers of the late 
Alexander ll. St* phons, of Georgia.

Sib: 
Your letter of the 13th of May, 
inclosed to mc by Gen. Longstreet, in 
which you ask a few words from mc 
in regard to my es: imate of the late 
Alexander lf. Stephens, reached my 
office during my absence in the west. 
Since that time I have been in my office 
but three or four d a i s and. finding an 
accumulation of letters, which I ani 
not yet through the disposal of. is my 
apology for not answering you at an 
earlier day. 
I never had the pleasure 
of a personal acquaintance with Mr. 
Stephens until he, with Mr. Hunter 
and Judge Campbell, visited my head­ 
quarters at City Point, Va., during tho 
last year of the civil war. I had. how­ 
ever, known him by reputation for 
many years, and placed a high esti­ 
mate upon his character and ability, 
asw ell as statesmanship. 
<>ur per­ 
sonal acquaintance, though we differed 
so widely iii matters affecting our com­ 
mon country, only served to increase 
my admiration for th** man. 
As I un­ 
derstood, without being a man of large 
means, he devoted largely from what 
he could earn to “ the greatest good of 
the greatest number.” 
Through him 
many a deserving voting man has 
found the means of acquiring a fine 
education to give him a start in the 
world, and in most eases, if I am cor­ 
rectly informed, 
he has been com­ 
pensated for his generosity by seeing 
those who had these favors conferred 
do honor to their benefactor. 
“ In all his public utterances Mr. 
Stephens impressed me as a man who 
was never afraid to speak Ins honest 
convictions without regard as to wheth­ 
er they would be popularly received or 
not. To the day of his death I retained 
the high estimate of his lite and char­ 
acter formed before I knew him, 
in­ 
creased by’ a personal acquaintance.

’83 averaged 52. while the nine of ’84 
averaged^!. 
With tho exception of 
’81. each nine contained two or throe 
men of high standing, whose record 
showed that a man can study aud play 
bali as well.

Sixty-fifth V olunteers, and the T enth Wash­ 
ington C ontinental G uard, the four patriotic 
Italian organizations, w ith their gleam ing 
suits ami jau n ty hats, and C’apt, W illiams’ 
three com panies of colored veterans, inado 
way fur the younger m en who followed them 
in the third division. 
Two brigades from 
Pennsylvania w ere in this division, and Maj.

TH E COMING I'AGKANT.

of scarlet coats aud gold lace, tho tram ping 
of m any horses, tbe rum ble of artillery 
wagons, the blaze of trum pets and roll of 
drum * told of the com ing pageant. 
TH E BI.UB AND TH E GREY ENTW INED. 
Following this apparent joining of hands 
lietw een the N orth aud the South carnc a 
sim ilar unbending lietween tbe First Massa­ 
chusetts regim ent and four companion of 
V irginia troops. 
All differences betw een the 
tw o bodies were am icably bridged w hen the 
hero died and again the men who wore the 
blue and tho m en who wore the gray frate r­ 
nized a° evenly an though th ey all had fought 
for one com m on cause. W henever an organ­ 
ization from the South passed along the lino 
it was clapped and cheered. 
The New Jer- i 
sey troops m ade a fine showing.

divided up into tw o brigades. 
In the first 1

In the Seeond 
brigade w ere the Third, Sixth and Seventh 
regim ents and another G alling gnu com- 
pany. 
After th at come an o th er evidence of 
the fraternizing feeling betw een the North 
am i South. A detail of the Fourth Massaehu 
sett* regim ent had become s< para ted from 
the main body. 
One of the bands of the 
Southern troops lo*t the com pany they were 
playing for in tho confusion, and m et the 
M assachusetts boy*, 
i hoy quickly found 
each other out, and tin North* rners m arched 
up R road way singing to the m usic of the 
Southern band. 
Tbe hand l»eiong* to the 
Staunton Gra}*, and is know n as the “Stone­ 
wall band. ” As the proct -ion passed the 
Fifth Avenue hotel the G rant fam ily, w ith 
the exception of Mr*. G rant, who is at Mount 
McGri g*»r, a*.-, mhicd a t the window* ov er­ 
looking th* street and vie-wed the line, 
i he 
fealur* s of Col. F. I>. G rant, *o well know n to 
nearly every one in ilm liue, w ere «*p»*ualfy 
prom inent. 
IBs stood w ith uncovered head, 
and as the veteran* passed, they doffed their 
hats in respect to th e son of their old com - 
manuer. 
Instead of attem p tin g to cover the whole 
front of a budding w ith d o th , it was g a th ­ 
er* *1 Into masses arounde«*miei»* and pillars, 
uml over doorway*. 
'J he favorite way of 
treatin g panels, whit h w ife som etim e* tri­ 
angular, sometime* oblong ami som etim es 
square, was by fluting and plaiting the fold* 
running f:nm the center outw ard. 
A fine 
exam ple ol this use ot m ourning was seen 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel. 
The g reat front 
of the building—a stretch of grayish w hite 
stone—displayed no black save about and 
above the tro u t entrance. 
There the m arble 
pillars were covered w ith rich looking blaek 
clotli, wh i h also was spread over the cornice 
and balcony above. 
The general color of 
the budding greatly heightened the effect of 
th is concentrated m ass of black.

well as the Fields and the E quitable build­ 
ings, w ere n otable exam ples of tbe skillful 
use of draperies on a large scale. 
The jsirch 
of T rinity church was draped w ith flag* 
covered with crat*e. and blaek cloth over­ 
hung tho entrance to Grace church.

Union League club displayed a g reat num ber 
of tings shrouded w ith black o » both its 
fronts. 
Tho University', the Union, the New 
York, and the M anhattan clubs al*o displayed 
m any m ourning cmbleuis. 
TH E I ART RESTING PEACE. 
It w as the e x tre m e northern end of the yard, 
a Inroad, rolling plateau, live hundred feet 
atsive the Hudson, em bracing tw enty or 
th irty acres of new ground, th a t was the spot 
selected for the final cerem onies. 
It was u 
beautiful s|K»t. 
The level w as broken by 
num erous knolls topped by waving pines. 
At the base of th e first of these w as tin; tom b 
itself. 
The w orkm en had ju st com pleted the 
interior and the im plem ents for m aking the 
final fastenings w ere lying on tho sw ard 
behind ii* 
In front w as the heavy copper 
covering for the casket and the soldering 
irons were

tache uml goatee looking like chalk m arks 
on his sun-burned face, arrived. 


PORTRAITS OF TH E DEAD GEN ERA L 
were everyw here. 
They represented him at 
all periods of his life, from a lieutenant to 
recent years. 
The absence of drapery on 
m any of the private residences along Fifth 
avenue w as noticeable. 
It was due to the 
absence of the householders from the city'. 
There were m any signs of m ourning to day 
aside from the decoration of 
buildings. 
There w ere black bordered flags on many 
stre et cars; and black plum es nodded al*ove 
the ears of rough carthorses. A colored lioot- 
black on an uptow n corner hud covered his 
stand w ith black, and bad painted iu rude 
letters on a piece of cardboard: 
“He set me 
free”. 
A nother 
liootblack down on the 
Bowery hud w rapped the arm s of his rickety 
old chair w ith altern ate strips of black and 
w hite. 
It w as a com m on thing to see black 
stream ers hung above fru it stands and new s- 
paper 
booths. 
The budding for whose 
decoration 
the 
m ost m oney was prob­ 
ably 
spent was 
the 
city 
hall, 
where 
the body lay in state. 
Tho building Is itself 
architecturally one of the finest in the city, 
and the w ide space in fro n t perm its a good 
view of its facade. 
The work was skillfully 
done and the decorations tran sfo rm ed the 
w hite m arble pile Into a tem ple of m ourning. 
The effect was m arred by tw*o stanzas of 
ridiculous 
doggerel which Comm issioner 
Squires had w ritten and inflicted on the 
pufilic under tlm delusion th at it w as poetry. 
The picture of Gen. G ran t in fro n t of the 
city hall is said to lie the largest photograph 
ever taken. 
W orked in w hite on a black 
ground w ere m any designs all over the city. 
A broken pillar, a cross, sw ord and pen, 
sheaves of w heat a n d sickles and gates ajar 
w ere m ost favored. 
A notations fioin G rant’s 
fam ous sayings, in w hite letters upon black, 
w ere frequent, and poetry worked in the 
sam e m anner were alm ost as abundant. L et 
one of these quotations serve to end this 
description: 
And the night dew that falls, thongh in silence 
it weeps. 
Shall brighten with verdure the grave where he 
sleeps; 
And the tear th at we shed, though in secret it 
rolls. 
Shall long keep his memory green in our souls.

which is Kuhjfijt to entry and settlem ent 
m ade under iRe law* of th«* United S tates, 
and I com m and and require each and every 
officer of th** United S tates, upon whom I !»♦• 
du ty is legally devolved to cause this order 
to is* olieyed, and all the provisions of the 
act of congress herein m entioned to Is* 
faithfully enforced.

F rom the Cape Cod Item . 
While wandering about South Yar­ 
mouth 1 unearthed a new industry, 
which, for want of ab e tter name, 1 
call cel farming. 
1 have heard of nil 
sorts of farming, from baby farming, 
down, hut this is a ease of farming 
eels. Two gentlemen 
of the place, 
whose experience w arrants them in 
trying the experiment, purchased a 
large fresh water pond and into this 
they put thirty barrels of salt water 
eels ot all sizes. At a rough guess ther€ 
must he in the pond 20,000 eels a t the 
present time. These are expected to 
increase in size or weight a t least three­ 
fold hy the 1st of Oatober, when they 
will be taken out and shipped to the 
New York market, where there is )il- 
ways a great demand for them. Here 
on the sea coast, no one ever thinks 
of eating afresh water eel, its flesh is 
soft and very fat, but they are consid­ 
ered a great delicacy hy city people, 
and the larger the fish the better prices 
they 
bring. To feed 
them 9,000 
“horsefeet” were caught and kept in a 
pound in the river, and twice a week 
700 pounds are thrown into the pond, 
and by this time the eels have learned 
to know they are fed, and the water 
soon becomes alive with these squirm­ 
ing specimens. The scheme has not 
found much favor with the village peo­ 
ple generally, but perhaps when winter 
comes the gentlemen most interested 
will be the ones to laugh.

In that year the 
legislature changed the law to read 
that the jury might 011 conviction 
determine whether 
the 
penalty 
should be death or life imprison­ 
ment. 
This lias left a flaw, as if a 
prisoner should plead guilty the 
question 
would 
arise must or 
should a jury be inipanneled to 
name the punishment, or could the 
judge decide the point? 
The last 
legislature amended the law giving 
the judge the power to prescribe 
the penalty when a plea of guilty 
should be made. 
This enactment 
was passed after Miller committed 
his crime, and his counsel has now 
made a 
motion that as he has 
pleaded guilt}', the judge has no 
power to name his sentence, a jury 
cannot be impaneled to name it, 
and therefore the prisoner must 
be discharged. 
The point is re­ 
garded as a very interesting one, 
hut it is doubtful if it saves his 
neck.

No one looks upon a professional gara- 
l ler as a shining ex unple of honesty, but 
only few peopiekhow w hat crooked sh arp ­ 
ers most professional gam blers are or th e 
.ingenious mechauienl contrivances which 
they em ploy to a d them in “ w inning” the 
^foliar* of their victims. 
The man who 
■» 
• - 
m akes gam ing n profession rarely ornover 
depends upon * luck” for his existence. In 
faro, roulette, monte, hazard and in all 
other gam es known to the gentlem en of 
the green cloth, there is a certain well- 
understood “percentage” in favor of the 
proprietors. 
This is understood by all 
who play, but it is so trifling th a t they are 
willing to pay it for the privilege of haz­ 
arding their money. 
There js another 
“ percentage” in all of these games as 
played a t m any places th a t is only under­ 
stood by the professional dealers and is 
never suspected by the players. 
In the gam e of faro the known percent­ 
age is very smnlL 
W hen two cards of the 
sam e denom ination come out of the silver- 
plated “dealing-box” together, the dealer 
takes one-half of the bets which happen 
to be on th at card on tho “ lay-out.” 
Sometimes on ent re deal is played w ith­ 
out this occurring and it rarely happens 
m ore than tw ice in a deal, so th a t the vis­ 
ible percentage is quite sm all; so trifling, 
in fact, that if a f..ro gam e is dealt fairly 
it m ust have an almost unlim ited capital 
or eventua’ly become ba-ikrupt. 
1 is to guard against this m ishap and to 
make the gam e a profitable one th a t the 
unknown , perceuta :e is introduced. 
To 
accom plish h s purpose the gam bler has 
both the cards an I dealing-l»ox “ fixed.” 
This “ flxlBg” pro< ess of the cards is done 
as follows; A r.ew pack is used and one in 
w hich every car 1 is of exactly the same 
size, to a hair’s breadth. 
There is an al­ 
most im perceptibl • difference in the sizes 
of the card* in n -nrly all cheap packs, so 
th at the gamble.- buys for his purj>ose ex ­ 
pensive cards tl.at have been “squared” 
especially for faro. 
The first step in “ fix­ 
ing” is to separate the low and high cards; 
th at is, to j ut- in separate piles all ranging 
from the ace to the s x and from the eight 
to the king. 
T.ie seven being neither high 
nor low is equa Iv livide 1, two sevens be­ 
ing put w ith th i high and tw o with the 
low cards. 
Th -i with a pair of sharp 
shears, m ade e-p< ially for th a t purpose, 
the 
gam bl«r 
cl ps 
a 
thin slip 
from 
the 
edge 
of the 
card. 
The 
high 
cards are clip]** d 
in 
this way 
from 
the 
upper 
right-hand 
corner 
to • a 
point on 
the 
lower edge about the 
thirty-second p art of an inch from the 
lower right-hand c>rner. 
The low cards 
are clipped in the sam e w ay, except th a t 
the gam bler om m ences a t 
the lower 
rig h t-h an d corner and clips to a point on 
the upper edge near the right corner. The 
cards now are w ider a t one end than the 
other, but the difference in width is so 
slight as to b> alm ost im perceptible ex ­ 
cept to the touch. 
The cards are then 
shuffled, care beiug taken to keep the wide 
ends of the high cards and the wide ends 
of th e low cards at opposite ends of the 
pack. 
It is au easy m atter now tor an 
expert m anipulator to catch the wide ends 
of the cards between his thum bs and fore­ 
fingers and so draw all of the high cards 
into one hand aud the low ones into the 
other. 
W hen the gam e is in progress the 
dealer shuffles the cards thoroughly and 
then in this w ay separates the high from 
the low. 
Next he so shuffles them as to 
“ sandw ich” each low and high card and 
when the pack is in the dealing-box they 
should come out alternately. 
This w ouldn’t suit the dealer at all, as 
he m ust not only know ju st how the cards 
are arranged but at the same tim e have 
perfect control over them. 
In order th a t 
he m ay have this power a specially-ar­ 
ranged dealing-box is procured. 
The o r­ 
dinary dealing-boxes have a slit in the 
side just wide enough to adm it of one card 
passing through it at a tim e; the special 
boxes have a slit wide enough to allow 
two cards to pass easily through them . 
Armed with these sim ple contrivances, all 
the dealer has to do is to watch w here the 
bets are and win every tim e by either 
shoving out ooe card or two, as occasion 
requires. 
If a player bets th a t a high 
card will win, the dealer can very easily 
make it lose or vice versa. 
Of course, the 
game keep *r is a confederate, and at a 
sign from the deab r can teli how to a r­ 
range the “ cases” sj that they will - tally 
w ith the cards that are out. 
This Is what 
is called a “ brace gam e,” probably be­ 
cause it can only be successfully worked 
by a “ brace” of rogues. Thousands of 
faro players who think th at luck is alw ays 
against them are sim ply victims of the 
“ brace gam e.” 
' D ealing-boxes and cards prepared in 
this w ay can lie procured from a Chicago 
firm, which issues private catalogues to 
gam blers containing sam ples of marked 
cards, w ith directions fop reading th e 
backs. 
The 
firm 
also sells 
roulette 
wheels so arranged as to make the red 
invariably win if the wheel is turned in 
one direction and the black win if turned 
in the other. These are known among 
gam blers as “right and left” wheels and 
used with great success in m any places. 
W heels of fortune, w ith cunningly a r ­ 
ranged 
brakes so th a t they 
can 
be 
stopped at 
the will of the dealer or 
“ turner,” are successfully used th ro u g h ­ 
out the "West. 
W ith these aids and w ith 
the dexterity and legerdem ain which all 
expert gam blers know how to use, it is 
little wonder th a t they should succeed in 
fleecing 
the 
unsuspecting 
lambs who 
are enticed into their dens. 
A gam bler 
who understands his business can arrange 
the cards while bis opponent is looking a t 
them in such a w ay 
as to deal w hat 
hands he pleases, w ithout exciting the 
least suspicion th a t anything unfair is 
being done. 
He can “ shift the cut,” “put 
up a hand” or “ring in a cold deck” w-ith 
a dexterity of 
m anipulation and inno­ 
cence of expression th at would fool any 
but the initiated.

it was believed iu the Middle Ages 
that the world would come to an end ! 
at the expiration of one thousand years j 
of the era.

Silence prevailed everywhere,

ready thronged with eager devotees, 
who prostrated them selves before the 
shrines of their favorite saints, im plor­ 
ing their protection during the fear­ 
ful scenes which they supposed were I 
about to be displayed. 
As the day wore on, the number of 
those who sought admission 
grew 
greater and greater, until every corner 
of the sacred edifices, large as they 
were, was densely crowded; and it be­ 
came impossible to find room for more. 
But the multitude outside still strove 
and clamored for admission, 
filling 
the porches and doorways, and clim b­ 
ing up tho buttresses to find refuge on 
the roofs which they could not obtain 
inside. 
A ‘‘trange ami solem n commentary 
on the text which binds men to watch 
because “ they know not whether the 
Master of the house will come at even 
or at midnight, or at the cock-crow­ 
ing, or in the m orning,” was present­ 
ed by the multitudes which tilled the 
churches that night. 
Watch iu very 
truth they did. Not an eye was closed 
throughout that lengthened vigil; not 
a Knee but was bent in humblest sup­ 
plication; not a voice but joined in the 
ponetential chant, or put up a fervid 
entreaty for help and protection. 
There were no clocks in those days, 
but the flight of the hours was marked 
by great waxen tapers with metal halls 
attached at intervals to them. 
These 
fell, one after another as the llame 
reached the strings by 
which 
they 
were secured, into a brazen baziu be­ 
neath with a clang which resounded 
through the church. 
At the recurrence of each of these 
w arning sounds tho awe of tho va*t as­ 
sembly seemed to deepen and intensi­ 
fy. as each in terrible suspense sup­ 
posed that between him and the out­ 
burst of Divine wrath only the brief­ 
est interval now remained. 
At last the night, long as it was, I>e- 
gan to draw to an end. 
The chill 
which precedes daylight pervaded tile 
air, and in tho eastern sky the first 
pale gleam of morning began to show 
itself. 
The light grew stronger in the 
heavens, and the llatno of the candles 
paled before it, and at lust the rays of 
the risen sun streamed through the 
windows on the white, anxious faces 
of the watchers. Tho night had passed 
away. 
A new day, a new century had 
begun. 
The text that says that “ no 
man knoweth the day nor the hour,” 
had a new meaning. — Youth's Compan­ 
ion.

No Novelties in Ecuador. 
According to the Central and South 
American commissioners ono of the 
Hardest problems the merchants of this 
country who have trade relations be­ 
low the equator, lind, is the difference 
in the fashions. 
While here each sea­ 
son niii't have its novelty, 
there the 
correct thing is what long-established 
usage repeats from year to year. 
Mr. 
R. 11. lloadley. who, as he expressed 
it, buys in the United -States on com ­ 
mission for South American merchants 
everything from a cambric needle to 
a steam engine, illustrated this eccen­ 
tricity of the trade quite forcibly. 
The demand in Ecuador and neigh­ 
boring countries for cotton goods of 
American manufacture writes a Wash­ 
ington correspondent to the St. Louis 
fiiufrt;-Democrat, was under considera­ 
tion, and Mr. lloadley was asked if 
large quantities were shipped there. 
“ No large quantities,'' 
he replied, 
“ but we sen d 
some dry goods out 
there all tin* tim e.” 
“ Is it increasing?” 
“ it is increasing very well within 
the last few years. 
The trouble with 
cotton goods was that your manufac­ 
turers had as much demand for their 
products as they could make goods to 
supply, therefore they did not try to 
cultivate the foreigu demand; 
and 
when we would go up to the manufac­ 
turer.- and want a lot of cotton they 
would say: 
‘The price is too m uch.’ 
We would say, ‘we want them packed 
in loo pound packages.’ 
They would 
reply. ‘We can not do that; we will 
send you a case.’ 
‘But we can not 
ship in eases; we must ship in loo- 
pound packages, to be transported into 
the interior on m ules.’ 
Our only re­ 
source then w as to nave them packed 
ourselves, by a packer, and that added 
to the expense. 
Then the fashions 
here are so constantly changing, and 
out there they are not. 
The people in 
those countries want the same pattern 
to-day that they had twenty vears ago, 
■and in some sections they want them 
even older.” 
“ How about 
tho 
length 
of 
the 
goods?” 
“ That has been another point. Our 
manufacturers make a piese of cloth 
of l'orly-one, forty-two, or forty-three 
yards and we have to pay for the piece* 
by the yard. 
In Knglaud they will 
make them up in pieces of exactly 
twenty yards or thirty yards, and 
then they will cut them up and make 
them into smaller pieces of ten yards. 
Our manufacturers would not bother 
with that; they can sell it at home 
without all that trouble.” 
“ How about the w idth.” 
“T he width is tlie same as the Eng­ 
lish width. 
But those people get ae- 
custom ed to certain prints, to certain 
qualities, and they won’t have any­ 
thing else.” 
‘•And certain lengths?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
The Chairman—There is the same 
reason with them 
as exists with all 
sim ple people; they have confidence 
in a thing they* have known for a long 
time, and if there is any change of 
any kind in it they are not entirely 
satisfied.

They are in 
fair condition, although unusually thin 
in flesh, resulting from tho severity of 
the winter and the lack of sufficient 
food and shelter.” 
In 
the states where cattle w*ent 
through the w inter in good condition, 
and where there were few losses, sheep 
are reported as in line order. In M assa­ 
chusetts there was a loss of but 4 }>er 
cent., against 14 percent, in Mississip­ 
pi. 
Texas is credited with a loss of 
1,133,769 sheep out of 7,888,461. 
The 
statistician of the department of agri­ 
culture says: “ Losses have been heavy 
in those states Where sheep are pro­ 
vided with no shelter, but permitted 
to run at large all winter, subject to 
the varying clim atic changes. 
The 
w inter just closed has been especially 
severe, and the lack of good pasturago 
in the fall ill prepared the flocks for 
such vicissitudes. 
As a consequence, 
and exposure, united with short food, 
have caused considerable loss iu num­ 
bers and more of condition, especially 
noted in Virginia, Georgia, W est Vir­ 
ginia, and Kentucky. In New England, 
the middle, and western state"*, where 
sheep are housed, there has been but 
little loss from cold. 
“ The 
losses 
among hogs have been heaviest in the 
stale* w here the largest number of 
cattle and sheep have died, and the 
same cause is assigned for their death. 
The losses of hoises and mules that 
are attributed to exposure, want of 
care, and lack of sufficient food are 
comparatively small in any of the 
states. 
As these unituals are more 
valuable than cattle, sheep and swine, 
ami as they are constantly required 
for work or pleasure, they are furnish­ 
ed with shelter, and supplied with suit­ 
able food, while they receive good, or 
at least fair, attention. 
Shelter is 
generally provided for a horse that 
draws a plow or wagon, 
though tho 
cow’ that supplies milk for tho fam ily 
is constantly exposed to the cold and 
storm. 
Tne money value of shelter 
for animals has vet to bo learned in 
many parts of the country. Much lias 
been written about the advantages of 
the “ sunny south” for keeping stock 
of all kinds. 
Still it is evident that tiie 
raising of any kind of animals there 
will never be very profitable till tint 
farmers provide better shelter, furnish 
a more liberal supply of food to be eat­ 
en during he winter, and give the an­ 
imals better care.

Industrial Brevities. 
Prof. J. W. Sanborn, of the Missou­ 
ri Agricultural college, at Columbia, 
appends to the report of one of his in­ 
teresting experiments the following 
comment: “This farm, during the hard 
season just passed, paid its manager, 
and paid every other bill, and gave a 
balance 
of £1.280, although without 
the equipment for successful m anage­ 
ment. 
But schools of instruction, to 
serve their purpose, should not be ex­ 
pected to be sources of prolit in agri­ 
culture more than elsewhere. 
T he re­ 
ceipts of the farm are necessary for 
experimentation and illustration, with­ 
out which the work is comparatively 
useless.” 
There are at present in Mexico 87 
cotton-m ills, with 249,750 spinners and 
9,758 looms; there are 10 wollen-m iils, 
with 9,364 spinners and 369 looms. In 
the state of Puebla there are 21 m ills, 
with 72,000 spinners. 
Steam-power is 
used in 8 mills, water-power in 35 
mills, and water and steam in 54 mills. 
There are em ployed 12,728 operators, 
of whom over one-third are women 
and children. The production of prints 
of these mills amounts to about 23,000 
pieces, but tho entire industry is so 
clum sily managed that American and 
European makes are being successful­ 
ly marketed. 
' Orchard grass is a robust grower 
and very tenacious of life. 
It masses 
its roots so as to resist the encroach­ 
ment of o t h e r grasses, covering much 
of the ground with its large pendent 
loaves, that spring out near the base 
of tho plant, to shade, nourish, and en­ 
rich the soil not occupied by the plant 
itself. 
This, perhaps, accounts large­ 
ly for its ability to endure excessive 
drought. 
It 'will produce two large 
crops of good haj’ on rich soil, and 
submit to more abuse than any other

mno o f ’82 averaged 58. 
Tho nine of 
’83 averaged 52, while the nine of ’84 
averaged 54. 
With the exception of 
’81. each nine contained two or three 
men of high standing, whoso record 
showed that a man can study and play 
ball as well. 
Each nine showed also 
two or three men standing in the mid­ 
dle of the class. 
Finally each nine 
contained several professional ball­ 
players with whom every examination 
must have been in the nature of a lotte­ 
ry. Upon the whole,however,the figures 
were higher than we expected, and 
were encouraging to one who believes 
that running bases does not unfit a 
man for intellectual work. 
One of the 
lirst duties of a captain is to look after 
the college standing of the men under 
his charge. A few teams in good stand­ 
ing will silence the critics of college 
athletics.—Prineetonian.
